The meeting was called to order with Mayor Drake presiding.

Counclilmen White moved that since copies of the minmtes of the last meetiﬂg

of the City Council have been furnished Council members by the City Clerk, the
reading of the minutesbe dispensed with and that the minutes de adopted. Upon bed
geconded by Councilman Johnson, -the motion was adopted by the Council and the Miny
so approved.

The request of the Southern Union Gas Company for increase in rates was
brought up for discussion. Councilman Long thought that m increase should be
granted at this time until world conditions became more stable. She suggested
otherwise that gince the Telephone Company hal also made & similar request for
rete increase, that a rate expert be employed to study this. Mayor Drake wanted
to keep the two epplications separate, as there was a lot of difference in the
problems; end he asked thet a public hearing be called so as to get the rdaction
of the people. Councilman White believed this should be prolonged until Council-
man Maclorkle returned., He inguired of Mr. Lawlor what he considered a Tair rate
to be. Mr, lawlor answered his questions, stating bthey were allowed 63% and they
were making less than three percent. Councilman Johnson moved that a public hearq
ing on this application be set for Tuesday, September 18th, bui the motion failed
to receive a second. MR. SCOTT HUGHES, with the Southern Union Ges Company, ex-

pressed apprecistion for the thought given by the Council in approaching this orol

lem. He said from the Compeny's stendpoint, there was no intention or effert to
get the maximmm return which the law would permit; and on the instructions of
their rate expert, they kept the requested increase to a minimum which would per-
mit the compeny to carry on the good type of service which Austin has here now.
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He mentioned the City of Austin was running uwtilities as large as the Gas Company
and had its experts, and hed access to the Railroad Commission's experts.

agked early action on their request. He expleined on Councilman Long's inguiry
that when the rate was adjus ted downward, the Company was getting approximately
the legal rate of return of six or six and onme-~half percent; and their change in
pipe lines was the factor in bringing about the decrease in rate. The eritical
problem causing them to ask for the rate has occurred in the last year and a
half, Mayor Drake announced this would be brought up asgain next Thursday.

MR. RALPH CAMPBELL, representing the Janior Chamber of Commerce, asked
the Mayor to proclaim the week of SEPTMEBRER 15 = 22, 19Kl, as CRUSADE FOR FREEDO
WEEK. Thig week was proclaimed by the Mgyor signing the proclamation. Councilma
Long moved that the Council go on record approving the Proclamation issued by
the Mayor and lauding the Junior Chesmber of Commerce in its efforts, The motion,
seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following vote:

The Council had before it the request of the Southwestern Bell Telephone
Company, filed with the City Clerk Septemher 1, 1951, for increase in rates. ¥No
action was taken by the Council. and the Mayor stated he would like to acknowleds
receipt of this reguest. (Request and supperting dats on file in CityClerkls
Office under " TELEPHONE - Rates ")

The Mayor resd a letter from County Judge Tom Johnson, setting & meeting
of the Commissioners! Court and the CityCouneil at 2100 P.M., September T, 1951,
to diseuss the problem of consolidation of the welfare depariment as requested
by the Mayor, Ae Councilman MacCorkle was out of the City, and as Councilman
Long wasgolng out of town, the Mayor stated he would write Julge Johnson and set
8 later date. ]

The Council received a memorandum from the City Attorney to the City Mana#er
pertaining the claim of MRS. L. W. GOLDEN for damage to the floors of her house
at 1202 Norwood, caused by water flowing inte her house during a heavy rain in
June., This memorandum dated August 22, 1951, stated thet the City was not liable
for any of the damazes which were sustained. (This claim had been called to the
attention of theCouncil on June 14, 1951, and Angust 16, 1951) The Couneil took
note of the conclusion of the CityAttorney emd the Mayor suzgested that Mrs. Golden
be written and a copy of the memorsndum sent to her.

Councilmen Johneon submitted a request for a street light at U3rd and
Rogedsle on the west side of Ramsey Park, requested by the Ladies Club, at the
Park. Councilman Long asked that this be called to the attention of the City
Manager along with other requests for street lights,
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Mayor Drake intreduced the following ordinance:

OF A CERTAIN ORDINANCE; FROVIDING A SEVERABILITY
CLAUSE; ARD SUSPERDING THE RULE REQUIRING THE
READING OF ORDINANCES ON THREE SEPARATE DAYS.

THAT the Clty Council of the City of Austin hereby approves ag &
f111ing station site the property located at the northeast corner of the
intersection of Burnet Roud and Clay Avemue which property froats 248.5 feet
on Burnet Road and 210 feet on Clay Avenue, and being known as Block 3, of
Broadacres in the Clty of Auetin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorizes
the said Btuart Watt to construct, malntain and operate a drive-in gasoline
fi11ling station and to construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction
therewith, subject to the same being constructed in compliance with all the
ordinances relating thereto, and further subject to the foregoing attached
recommendations and plans; and the Bullding Inspector is hereby authorized
to issue an occupancy permit for the operation of this filling station after
full compliance with all the provisions of this resolution, and said permission
shall be held te be granted and accepted to all necessary, reasonable and proper,
present and future regulations and ordinences of the City of Austin, Texas, in
the enforcement of the proper police, Traffic and Fire Regulations; and the
right of revocatior 1s retained, if, after hearing, it is found by the City
‘Council that the said Stuart Watt hag falled and refused, and will continue
to full and refuse to perform any such conditions, regulations and ordinances.

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“Dear Sir:

We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Stuart Watt
for permlassion to comstruct, maintain and operate a drive-in gasoline filling
station and to construct commercial driveways in conjunction therewith upon
the property located at the northeast corner of the intersection of Burnet Road
and Clay Avenue which property fronts 248.5 feet on Burnet Road and 210 feet on
Clay Avenue, and being kmown as Block 3, of Broazdacres in the City of Austin,
Pravis County, Texas, and the property upon which this filling station is to be
located is owned by Stuart Watt and we hereby advise that the following condition
exist:

“The property upon which this filling station is to be located is
designated as "C" Commercial Use District upon the Zoning maps of the City
of Austin,

HThere are no storm water dralnage facilities 1in place adjacent to
this property. The storm sewer and surface dralnage from this filling station
is to be disposed of in such a2 manner that such water and other surface drain-
age will not flow across the sidewslk area into the street, However, there 1ig
a proposed storm wmewer (under contract) to be built in Houston Street adjacent
to the zbove described property.

iWe recommend that Stuart Watt be granted permission te construct,
maintain, and operate gaid drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct
curbsg, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith, subject to the following
conditions: ,

"(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line, correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment is installed. lines and grades to be obtained from the Department
of Public Works for entrances and driveways, bullding lines to be approved by
the City Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the Depart-
ment of Public Works 28 to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the
adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative to the filling
statlon,

#(2) That only underground taenks shall be used and that 211 pumps
shall be so located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles
therefrom while said motor vehlicles are standing on any part of & sidewalk,
street or alley.

¥(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in
connection with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type
and ghall bear the label of the Underwtriters laboratories, Inc.; that a2ll
constructlion of the filling station improvements sghall be in sccord with the
Building Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and
in accord with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of Commercial water or
oils upon the Clty streets,

"(4) That the grades of the station shell be such that no waste
water or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the Clty sidewslk
ares and that all of said olls and water shall be concentrated Into a
combined grease and sand trap which shall be constructed in accordance with
our:standard plan 2-H-146,

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#(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
rampe, gutters, sidewalks and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
gxpense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, which
plan bears the Department of Public Works file number 2-H-1043,

#(§) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan
hereto attached marked 2-H-1043 and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

#(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with &ll the
requirements of the (ity of Austin for filling stations, he shall spply for
s final ingpection before such filling station can be put into service.

not recommended. However, the Commlssion does recommend that the property
be zoned "BY Residence,
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"The applicant does not own sufficlent property to develop a neighborhood
commanity center with sufficlient off~street parking area &nd, secondly, its
location across from a publice school is not an ideal location for a commnlty
center unless 1% could be located on a boulevard or thomoughfare, making 1t
accesslble without interfering with scheool traffic.

"Also, under the present zoning ordinance, there is no legal means of
requiring adequate off-gtreet parking, limiting curd bresks or requiring
adequate setback.

"It is suggested that this property not be changed to "C" Commercial for
reasons as stated above.

Durthg the 1950-51 school year we received &lmost continuous complaints
relative to parking from doctors who have thelr offices or clinice in the
area bounded by Rio Grande, 15th, Guadalupe, end 13th Streets. The ecomplaints
were in nearly &1} cases dlrected toward high school students who occupded
curb parking spaces throughout the day making it difficult for patients to
find space within which to park. This condition will again become acute with
the resumption of classes at the Austin High School next week.

#Wfe have made a survey of the entire area and find about 70 doctors located in
the same plus numerous apartment houses, To alleviate this condition it is
recommended that an appropriate ordinance be enacted to provide for a two-hour
parking time I1imitation along the follewing streets:

MR. O. ASHLEY complained of a bad traffic comdition at 15th and West Aven
and suggested the islands be removed in 15th Street.

Councilman Long requested that the Traffic Engineer study Red River Stree
and 2hth Street to see if o signal 1ight were needed. In line with a dimscussion
on Red River, Mr. Levander reported t¢ the Council that Mr. Fincher of the High-
way Department would work with the City on reroutimg the trucks. The Highway De-
partment is going to place signs on the highway to reroute the traffic. Council-
man Long thoumght if this traffic were rerouted, it might not be necessary to
place sizndl lights on Red River, end stop signs might solve the prodlem.

Councilman White inquired sbout progress en buying right-of-way on the
Interregzinnal Highway from 1lst Street to the River. He understood the State woul
not meke any plans for the bridge until they kmew exectly the route md until
the City purchased the right-of-way. The Directorof Public Works said the High-
wey Department would hawe their plans, but would mot let any contracts. He ex-
‘plained the buying of this right-of-way depended on bond money, and if another
bonl issue is sold next month, the money would be available. Councilmen ¥ni te
stated the Highway Department would start that bridge within the next two or
three yearsi and until that dridge is constructed, a lot of traffic would be
thrown on First Street and Congress Avenue Bridge.

Councilman Long inquired about the removal of telephone and light poles 14
the north ares where they sre letting the contract for continuing the Highway.
Lhe Dipector of Public Works stated under the present contract, everything had
been cleared-~that the rest was up to the County. (This perteined to the Inter-
regional Highway.) On thel9th Street Farm-to~-Mariet Road, a work-order had been
jssued for the removal of the poles on that project.

Gouncilman ¥hi te made ingquiry about the progress of Yeates Avenue, It
was stated it was just sabout completed.
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- MR. KEN RIDER appeared before the Council to express sppreciation for
filling in the property on Wilshire Boulevard snd Airport Boulevard.

Councilman Long moved that the Council anthorize the Acting City Mﬁnager
to enter into o contract with ALEX DOCHEN, by the terms of which he willeonvey
to the City 61,9x46.6' of Lot 3, Block 176, Orizinal City, located on 1llth Street
end pay $3,000 in cash in consideration of the City of Justin deeding to Docher
a portion of Block 3 of Plainview Heights, fronting approximately 100 feet on FHasi
Avenue and rumning back a distance of 66!, and Lot 6, Block 1, Eden Acres, The
motion, geconded by Councilman Johnson, carried by the following vote!
